Washington, Jan. 27. (/P)—The 
American government will require 
much more than mere respect for 
Americans and their properties in 
China before negotiating a new 
commercial treaty with Japan. 


What 
the government has in 
mind by respect 
for 
American 
rights in China 
transcends 
the 
usual interpretation. 


The 
most 
prevalent 
popular 
idea of what is meant by Ameri- 
can rights in China is this; 


No more bombings of American 
missions or businesses. No more 
clappings 
or 
pushings-about 
of 
Americans. 
No more discrimina- 
fion against American 
business- 
men. 


BiRhts Outlined 


But there are authoritative in- 
dications tiiat the state 
depart- 
ment would require assurances of 
niucii broader regard for Ameri- 
;-an rights before it would be will- 
ing to conclude a new treaty 
of 
•commerce with Japan. 


In 
the 
view of officials here, 
American rights embrace: 


1—The right to have the nine- 
power treaty which she and Japan 
signed lived up to. The treaty sig- 
natories agreed 
"to respect the 
sovereignty, 
the 
independence, 
and the territorial and 
adminis- 
trative integrity of China." 
The 
United 
States therefore has the 
right to expect Japan to 
respect 
the territorial integrity and inde- 
pendence of China by getting out 
of China, knapsack 
and 
wagon- 
'.rain. 


2—A 
right to expect a signa- 
tory of the Kellogg anti-war pact 
to refrain from using war as an 
instrumeu'. of nat 'UHI or interna- 
tional 
policy. 
Japan used war 
against China aa an instrument of 
policy. 
The United States has a 
right to have the war abandoned 
and the advantage it has 
given 
Japan renounced. 


Summed t'p By Hull 


Officials 
believe 
it 
is 
only 
through respect for such 
rights 
that Americans and their interests 
can bo safeguarded. 


The attitude of the government 
an this point was 
o.\pres8ed 
by 
Secretary of State Hull; that was 
two years ago, but his expression 
is fresher today than it was then. 
Writing to Vice President Garner, 
ho said:

interest and concern of 
the United States in the Far East- 
ern situation, in

situation, and in situations on this 
fiuntinent are not meusured by the 
number of American citizens re- 
Kiding in a particular country at a 
particular moment,

Shortage of Fuel and 
Food Cause Distress 
In Record Cold

The 
reports 
explain 
that 
a 
breakdown in tho transportation 
system, aggravated by the severe 
demands necessitated 
by 
troop 
movements to the Finnish front, 
rather than actual shortages in 
supplies, is causing great suffer- 
ing, particularly in Moscow and 
the surrounding area. 


Asked about these reports, the 
Soviet embassy characterized them 
as "absurd" without any further 
comment. 


Diplomatic circles 
were 
inter- 
ested in the reports in view of the 
effect any internal .suffering and 
unrest in Russia might have on 
the invasion of Finland, the Sov- 
iet's relations with Germany, and 
the future development of general 
European affairs. 


It was pointed out that the dif- 
ficulties, if as serious as reported, 
would 
greatly 
decrease 
the 
amount of supplies Soviet Russia 
could provide 
to 
Germany, and 
might become a potent factor in 
the development of the European 
war.

Inability to secure many food- 
stuffs in the Moscow market, the 
reports said, had caused increases 
as high as 35 
per cent 
in 
the 
prices of some commodities. The 
greatest shortages were reported 
in meat, fish, milk, butter and po- 
tatoes.

cause death. 


"Persons

Montreal and Mil- 
waukee," tho Atlanta Journal re- 
minded its readers in a full page 
advertisement. "If their weather's 
to he moved down here, It looks 
like wo can do business too."

AMONGSOVIETS 


Shortage 
of 
Fuel and 
Food Cause Distress 
In Record Cold

rocketing prices, 
dwindling food 
and fuel supplies, and the coldest

Washington— Internal Revenue 
agents 
are certainly going into Paul McNutt's in^ 
come tax with a fine-tooth comb. 
They 
turned up at American Legion headquart** 
ers not long ago and got photostats of the 
checks which McNutt 
had 
received 
as 
Commander of the American Legion, 
in­ 
cluding expenses and all other payments. 


The agents also turned up at the bank 
w^here McNutt keeps a safe deposit bo.v, 
with a subpoena for its contents. To open 
the box required two keys, one being with 
the cashier, the other being with McNutt, 
so the agents were frustrated. 


However, one of McNutt’s political aides 
volunteered to get the other key, and it is 
understood that most of McNutt’s 
per-* 
sonal papers now are in the hands of In­ 
ternal Revenue agents. 


McNutt has said that he welcomes thei 
inquiry and has no facts to conceal. 
He 
also has ^aid that w'hile Governor of 
In­ 
diana he filed no income tax return since 
state salaries then were not taxable by the 
Federal Government. 


W hat federal agents seem to be interest­ 
ed in, however, is other income received 
by McNutt. 


Note— McNutt’s income

tion started when the Treasury probed the 
income tax of his former secretary, Pleas 
Greenlee.

— BRITISH WAU PURCHASES— 


There is far more significance behind 
Britain's curtailment of American tobacco, 
cotton and fruit purchases than meets the 
eye. In fact, this may bo one of the most 
serious factors upsetting American econ­ 
omy and In the end perhaps, tending 
to 
pull this country into the war. 


To get the complete picture, it is neces­ 
sary to understand the British and French 
economic strategy. It is complicated, but 
important. 


1st, the Allies are now planning to buy 
10,000 new airplanes in the United States. 
This is in addition to the planes already 
ordered. The new planes (as well as 
th*; 
old) will cost an 
average 
of 
$100.000 
each, making .a total airplane bill for new 
planes alone of one billion dollars. 


2nd, under the Neutrality Act, this bill 
must be paid in cash. And 
when 
tho 
French and British pay for other supplies 
already ordered in this country, one billion 
more dollars just about 
exhausts 
their 
ready cash. 


3rd, having no more ready 
cash, 
tho 
Allies must curtail other purchases in tho 
United States. Secretly this is a matter of 
vigorous debate between some 
of 
tho 
French and British purchasing agents in 
this country. The British, at first, wanted 
to save some of their money for cotton, oil, 
steel and other basic raw materials. The 
French favored putting 
everything 
into 
airplanes. In the end the French prevail­ 
ed. Airplanes will 
be 
placed 
ahead 
of 
everything else. 


4th, this means (a) that the Allies not 
only will cut other expenditures to 
the 
bone, but (b) they will seek 
to 
secure 
cash in other markets. This fact explains 
why Cordell Hull’s 't r a d e treaties haven’t 
the ghost of a chance of succeeding while 
the war continues. 


__AlUiENTINE TRADE FA IL IR E — 
Most people don’t realize it, 
but 
the 
British were largely behind the failure of 
Hull’s Argentine treaty negotiations— that 
is, the British plus the war. 


Britain is Argentina’s greatest customer. 
She buys Argentine w'heat, and above all, 
meat, in such vast quantities that Argen­ 
tina usually has a lush cash balance with 
which she can buy American radios, auto­ 
mobiles and office machinery. Since 
tho 
war, the British have clamped down 
on 
this triangular trade. They demand that. 
Argentina save her cash balances to 
buy 
British goods. 


In other words, Britain, forced to 
pay 
cash for American goods under the Neu­ 
trality Act. is not going to let one farth­ 
ing of trade get to the United States 
if 
she can divert it to Britain. 


This also is true of France, and 
true 
of trade not merely with Argentina, but 
with every country with which the Alliea 
trade.

The Michigan United Conserva­ 
tion Clubs have been urged by the

State College, Mr. Ira Bull, to sup­ 
port the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration by taking advant­ 
age of the $30.00 allotment for 
every farm that can be 
earned 
only by forest tree planting, in­ 
cluding windbreaks, forest planta­ 
tions and shrubs for wildlife food.

Did a far-sighted expert see the 
need for forage crops?

The farm ers came back 
the next year to report on their 
successes and failures.

Gradually, the new crop 
became a standard one and each 
year the college and the farm ers 
shared knowledge and then went 
on to further progress.

Michigan State college leaders 
regard the annual farm ers’ week 
as presenting a picture of modern- 
day agriculture— a picture which 
changes annually and never w ill 
be com pleted. 


Held Countj Instituteg 
Prior to the beginning of farm­ 
ers’ w eek, Michigan had a system 
of county institutes, to which the 
college sent staff experts to as­ 
sist in the programs. 
Each coun­ 
ty sent a delegate to the annual 
round-up at the college. 
W hen 
the county agricultural agent sys­ 
tem was inaugurated 
25 
years 
ago, the system was coordinated 
slow ly but steadily into an an­ 
nual conference on farm problems 
each w inter when 
farm ers 
had 
tim e to leave their fields and dis­ 
cuss w ith their neighbors the new 
things in their jobs. 


It is recalled that between 600 
and 800 farm ers 
attended 
the 
first farm ers week, grouped them­ 
selves according to interests and 
attended special classes organized 
by the college for their benefit.

BK TAMED

There is no doubt 
about 
the 
fascination of domesticating 
or 
taming wild animals. 
It has been 
prevalent ever since we have any 
authentic records. 
Some animals 
lend themselves to 
taming 
but 
others are not adapted to it and 
for one reason or another should 
be allowed to go 
their 
natural 
way. 
Deer which are taken 
during 
their fawn days are easily tamed 
but usually some tragedy comes 
out of the attempt. 
The deer get 
loose during a hunting season and 


the hunters bang away at them 
not knowing that they are pets. 
The nthere is hearbreak. 
If we are to believe all of the 
tales of the north country, wolves 
may be tamed, 
upon 
occasion. 
They are certainly closely related 
to our sled dogs and the chances 
of getting good 
working 
dogs 
from wolf stock are excellent. 
Bears have an attraction that 
gets many a person into difficulty. 
A cub is cute and his antics are 
amusing, hut when Bruin 
gets 
older he not only gets stronger, 
but he frequently gets cross. 
A 
tamed bear is always a source of 
danger and no year goes by that 
one doesn’t badly injure someone. 
Bears are all right in zoos or in 
the woods but 
around 
people 
they aren’t to be taken lightly. 
Porcupines, contrary 
to 
what 
one might think, are fine pets. 
They are intelligent and can learn 
many tricks that are astonishing. 
They must be treated with care, 
even when young, 
because 
of 
those painful quills, but are one 
animal that can be tamed. 
Everyone has at 
some 
time 
partially tamed a 
squirrel 
or 
chipmunk. 
That is another 
in­ 
teresting stunt, but often 
there 
comes a well-bitten finger 
that 
isn’t so funny. 
Wild animals ju st 
don’t like to be handled and will 
resent it with their teeth. 
Skunks, when they have been 
denatured, are about as sm art as 
any wild animals we attempt 
to 
tame. 
They behave much as a 
domestic cat does, and there can 
be no doubt of their beauty. 
Rabbits, of course, are popular 
animals to tame, an dabout 
as 
logical an animal to civilize as 
any. 
They often thrive as pets, 
if give nthe proper attention and 
if they are handled gently. 
On the whole, the wild anim als 
are of most interest when left to 
their natural environment. 
It is 
best to let the wild stay wild.

Colder weather and thickening 
ice have caused thousands of 
fish­ 
ermen to take their lines out once 
again, drawn by the lure of win­ 
ter fishing through the ice of the 
state's inland lakes and w aters of 
the Great Lakes. 
The 
above 
scene is on Houghton lake, one of 
the favorite winter fishing lakes 
of the lower peninsula. 
It dif­ 
fers from scenes in this a r e a in 
that a large share of the fisher­ 
men tend their lines 
at 
holes 
through the ice in Hie open where 
fishermen up here practically all 
spend their fishing time in 
the 
protection of their shanties.

Two lines or poles or tip-ups, 
both under 
immediate 
control, 
land a maximum of four hoo ks is 
the winter rule for ice fishermen 
along Michigan’s 
Great. 
L ak e s 
shores, sam e as for fishermen on 
inland waters. 
The new 
Michigan 
sportsmen 
fishing law enacted by the 1939 
legislature made most sport fish­ 
ing regulations uniform in all the 
waters over which the state has 
jurisdiction. 
Formerly it applied 
only To inland waters, and per­ 
sons fishing in Great L a k e s w a ­ 
ters. who pay no license fees, en­ 
joyed greater privileges than in­ 
land fishermen. 
Besides making most 
r e g u l a ­ 
tions uniform, the new law pro­ 
hibits bluegill 
fishing 
through 
the i c e at 
night, 
closes 
some 
southwestern counties to ice fish­ 
ing by non-residents, and 
insti­ 
tutes the new-type general resi­ 
dent fishing license which is su f­ 
ficient for both man and wife. 


United Conservation 
Clubs Plan Program 
BY CAL JOHNSON 


Hunters who expect to do some 
rabbit shooting during the balance 
of the season should cooperate in 
an effort to lessen the num ber of 
fatalities and injuries caused by 
the careless use of firearms. 
Many of the game laws regulat­ 
ing the use of firearms are design­ 
ed as much, if not more, for the 
protection of hunters as they are 
for the protection of game. Ob­ 
servations made over a period of 
years indicate 
that a large per­ 
centage of accidents, particularly 
fatalities which occur while hunt­ 
ing, are the direct results of law 
violations. 
One of the most fre­ 
quent causes of accidents is the 
carrying of loaded guns in au to ­ 
mobiles. 
There are laws in some 
states which prohibit the carrying 
of loaded guns in cars, but even so 
each hunting season we hear of 
fatalities resulting directly from 
such practice. 
Hunters should always rem em ­ 
ber 
that 
firearms 
are 
deadly 
weapons and that too much cau­ 
tion and care cannot be exercised 
in their use. 
The following series 
of “ don’ts” recently given out by 
the 
Wisconsin 
conservation de­ 
partment. if followed by hunters, 
will tend to reduce accidents to a 
minimum. 
Don’t keep your gun loaded ex­ 
cept when you are actually in the 
field hunting— but handle it a l­ 
ways as if it were loaded. 
Don’t point your gun at any 
one. even though you feel certain 
that it is empty. 
Don’t handle a gun by the muz­ 
zle or pull it from the car or 
through a fence toward you. 
Don't 
carry 
your gun when 
climbing brush piles or fences. 
Lay it down on the ground, where 
it cannot accidentally explode. 
Don’t carry your gun so that an 
accidental discharge might strike 
your hunting companion. 
Don't fire your gun unless you 
are positive game has been sight­ 
ed.

Livestock Dep’t Back to Normalcy 


Now that all the fat hogs have 
been slaughtered and disposed of, 
Old 
Orchard 
f a r m ’s 
livestock 
population is getting back to nor­ 
mal. 
Aside from a few wether 
lambs and a 
few 
spring 
ewe 
lambs, that will be held until aft­ 
er shearing tim e next spring and 
Ferdinand, the bull, who will be 
sold to some 
Jersey 
breeding 
farm 
in 
th e spring, all of the 
stock now on th e farm is pretty 
well ea rm ark ed to remain there 
for some time to come. 


The 
th ree 
Jersey 
and 
two 
Guernsey 
cows, 
will 
form 
the 
foundation 
dairy 
stock at Old 
Orchard, at least until tests, to 
com pare the two breeds, are fin­ 
ished. The heifer calves will prob­ 
ably 
bo 
kept from one of the 
breeds, to become the farm's fu­ 
tu re 
dairy 
stock, but the bull 
calves will be sold either for veal 
or fattened an d sold for beef. ‘ 


The 
farm 's 
present 
breeding 
stock of hogs, represented in its 
four sows and a boar, may be aug-, 
mented next spring, by the p u r ­ 
chase of two more registered OIC 
sows, in order that all stock on 
the farm may bo registered. 
For 
this year two young grade sows 
have been bred and their spring 
litters 
of 
pigs, 
will form Old 
O rch ard ’s stock of fattening hogs 
next fall. 
An effort will be made 
to dispose of both the young sows 
and the boars, 
fiom 
the 
early 
sprin g 
litters 
of the two pure 
blooded sows, to farmers in this 
section. Mho may be interested in 
improving their droves by the a d ­ 
dition of some pure bred stock. It 
will be the policy of Old O rc hard’s 
m anager to disi)ose of tliis stock 
at about grade pig prices, so tliat 
the way may l)e made easy for 
o ther farmers to get into the pro­ 
duction of better hoKS. botli for 
homo consinnption and for sale. 


Of course, all of these plans for 
disposing of next season's crop of 
pigs, is, in reality “ counting your 
chickens before they're hatched” , 
but with a fair run of luck at far­ 
rowing 
time, 
along the last of 
March and early April, the coming 
pig crop shouldn’t be such a g a m ­ 
ble. after all.

O rganized lab o r Insists th a t this 
is a m isuse of th e Clayton act, an d 
points out t h a t th e act “ specifical­ 
ly exem pts organized labor from 
its provisions.”

T ho two decisions havo always 
been a red r a g to labor. T he A. F. 
of L. has alw ays insisted th a t it 
"w’a n ts no governm ent in te rfe r­ 
ence with lab o r,” w hich m eans 
lai.ssez falre fo r trado unions. 


B u t it h as never, since th e pass­ 
ag e of tho W a g n er act, advocated 
laissez fairo fo r em ployers. 


T h e a rg u m e n t alw ays is th a t 
em ployers a r e strong an d labor is 
w ea k and th a t th e governm ent 
m u s t balance the scales.

th e absence of any law defining 
rig h ts this is a very ticklish place

Even the W agner act and its 
adm inistration is no longer satis­ 
factory to either of the two big 
branches of organized labor.

This sad state of affairs was 
foreseen by a few wise men to 
whom the Administration was u n ­ 
willing to listen, taking its direc­ 
tion instead from some eager “ in­

The net effect

A dm inistration’s policy, 
during the first six years, 5vas to 
give “ organized labor”— which in 
practice means trade union bosses 
— the idea th a t the A dm inistra­ 
tion would back them up in any­ 
thing th a t they could claim was 
good for the workers. 
It is perfectly true— everybody 
knows it— that trade union bosses 
are no more gifted with wisdom, 
intelligence or nobility of charac­ 
ter 
than any other comparable 
group of men. 
Despite all the talk about labor 
not being a commodity, the trade 
union bosses have always regard­ 
ed it as such and have bargained 
oil the principle of trade iii com­ 
modities— to get the highest pos­ 
sible price regardless of the goods.

ing. som ething that it is unable to 
deliver. 
Labor, which g o o n pressing

Mr. Thurm an Arnold is out to 
put a stop to certain labor boss 
practices 
which 
are holding up 
American industry, stopping the 
factory wheels, stifling enterprise, 
and c r e a t i n g 
unemployment, 
which the governm ent then has to 
subsidize in the form of relief. 
Since unfair labor practices are 
not defined in the W agner rela­ 
tions act, aud since the National 
Labor Relations Board is not em­ 
powered by law to pass judgm ent 
upon unions, as it is empowered 
to pass judgm ent upon employers, 
the government invokes the anti­ 
trust act. 
Organized labor insists th a t this 
is a misuse of the Clayton act, and 
points out th a t the act “ specifical­ 
ly exempts organized labor from 
its provisions.” 
They base this 
claim on the statem ent in the act 
that “ the labor of a hum an being 
is not a commodity or article in 
coni merce.” 
Tho Supreme Court, in at least 
two instances, has held th a t labor 
unions are not exempt from the 
provisions of the ~ct. The Court 
so held in the case or the Duplex 
Printing Press Company vs. Deer­ 
ing, 254 U. S. 443, and in the case 
of the Bedford Cut Stone Co. vs. 
the Stonecutters’ Association, 274 
U. S. 3 7. 
The m ajority decision 
in these cases rested on the argu­ 
ment that the Clayton act, as a 
whole, does not legalize the secon­ 
dary boycott— a pet weapon of 
trade unions.

The two decisions nave always 
been a red rag to labor. The A. F. 
of L. has always insisted th a t it 
’’wants no governm ent interfer­ 
ence with labor,” which means 
laissez faire for trad e unions. 
But it has never, since the pass­ 
age of the W agner act, advocated 
laissez faire for employers. 
The argum ent always is that 
employers are strong and labor is 
weak and th a t the government 
must balance the scales. 
But in 
the absence of any law defining 
rights this is a very ticklish place 
for politicians to be in, for neith­ 
er 
employers 
nor 
labor really 
want a balance; they both want 
the 
scales 
weighted by govern­ 
ment for one side or the other. 
The dissenting opinions in the 
cases, cited above did not for an 
instant support th e theory th a t or­ 
ganized labor should be outside 
the jurisdiction of the law. In the 
Duplex 
case, 
Justices 
Brandeis 
and Holmes (dissenting) W’arned 
against giving th e courts, under 
the Clayton act, th e decision in a 
struggle between employers and 
workers. 
They said, “ This is the 
function of the Legislature, which, 
while limiting th e power of Indi­ 
vidual and group rights of aggres­ 
sion and defense may substitute 
processes of justice for the m ore 
primitive m ethod of trial by com­ 
bat.” 
In other words, it is up to the 
Legislatures to pass laws on the 
subject.

Mr. Henry Epstein, the Solicitor 
General of New York State, who 
attacked Mr. T hurm an Arnold in 
an able letter in “ The Times” on 
Nov. 
26, 
1939, 
asked, apropos 
“ Unreasonable restraints design­ 
ed to compel the hiring of unnec­ 
essary labor” (referring to one of 
Mr. Arnold’s counts against trade 
unions) “ WTho is 
to

Nazi Gestapo Keeping 
Close Tab On Czechs 


By Melvin K. White I eat her 
Prague (Correspondence of The 
Associated 
Press) — Are 
the 
Czechs brewing a revolt? 
Frequent warnings by members 
of the German protectorate gov­ 
ernment would seem to indicate 
as much, but Czechs scoff a t the 
suggestion of an immediate upris­ 
ing. 
The warnings have been aimed 
at a Czech "doppel-spiel” (double 
game whereby the Czech govern­ 
ment urges cooperation but 
the 
people do the contrary). 
Meanwhile, the Gestapo, which 
wield a mighty arm, have 
con­ 
ducted a relentless search for se­ 
cret broadcasting stations, illegal 
newspapers 
and 
arms 
caches. 
Some former 
members 
of 
the 
Czech general staff have been ar­ 
rested while other former army 
officers are under close watch. 
Students Were Executed 
Students let themselves go last 
November and indulged in anti- 
German demonstrations. 
Eight 
of their number and one profes­ 
sor were executed at an SS bar­ 
racks and all 
universities 
were 
closed for three years. 
Such a severe penalty caused 
some observers to take it as a 
sign that officials 
thought 
the 
students were mixed up with a 
revolutionary movement. 
German officials point out that 
♦he Czechs must not forget 
the 
Reich is at war and that extraor­ 
dinary stiff measures thus 
are 
justifiable against peace disturb­ 
ances. 
Many 
Czechs 
deplore 
recur­ 
rence of demonstrations for them 
as merely provocations that can 
lead nowhere for the German po­ 
lice are too strong. 
Showing of 
national pride 
and 
sympathies 
with the destroyed Czechoslovak 
republic, these Czechs hold, often 
start out with good intentions hut 
end with killings and sorrow*. 
Former 
President 
Eduard 
Benes, in a radio address 
from 
London, advised Czechs to remain 
calm. 
This advice is taken seri­ 
ously in most 
Czech 
quarters. 
When Dr. Benes, or some other 
leading emigre, speaks in Czech 
over the radio, the

home listen in attentive!} 
Loss

The people 
cling 
doggedly to their 
cultur 
purely Czech manners. 
It also has fired their imagina­ 
tions arni willingness to 
believe 
any adverse criticism they 
hear 
about Germans. 
They delight in 
underground 
activities, in attempts to circum­ 
vent laws made for them and iii 
sitting with arms folded until the 
boss tells them what to do.

m U D S POTATO BOOSTERS 


Dear Editor: 


Please allow me to 
congratu­ 
late the Delta Coiinty Booster as­ 
sociation for trying to 
improve 
potato culturo. 


All over the peninsula we have 
tho soils and climatic conditions 
to ext,end this branch of farming. 
Delta and Schoolcraft counties are 
even more favored by nature in 
that they many times escape the 
first killing frost. 


On the average, the state 
of 
Maine is credited with about 225 
bushels per acre, whicU is twice 
the yield for Michigan. 
This is 
where their later grades come In. 


Now 225 bushels is only half 
a crop with some of our highest 
producers in the Upper Peninsula 
on the average over a 10 year 
Iieriod. 
Just now, however, there 
is not enough certified seed left 
to make a good start. 


At present, our most serious 
shortcoming is tho lack of power 
sprayers as most of our potatoes 
get prematurely killed by hopper- 
burn and blight.

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British Sea Policy 


rpHE British government seems to have 
•*• got iiself into something of a 
diplo- 


matic stew with the United States 
and 


Japan as a result of its high-handed poli- 
cies at sea. 


This country has protested detention of 


its ships a; Gibraltar from nine to eighteen 
ii;i\s for contra''i>.:iit scare!;, and has clicit- 
e.t the reply that such delays were the re- 
sviH of their commanders' failure to "co- 
Gi/eraie" with British 
fieet authorities. 


Japan i? greatly disturbed, if not actually 
i::renspd. over the seizure of 21 Germans 
nboard a Japanese liner. The fact that the 
ship was stopped within sight of the Japa- 
nese shore hardly mitigrates the gravity 
of the situation. 


"While nobody would imagine this coun- 


try going to war with Britain over what 
amounts to a definition of 
"belligerent 


rights", elements are present which si'tht 
germinate into a serious quarrel. Inter- 
ference with American shipping was one 
.of the causes of the War ot 1812. 
The 


state department gives every evidence of 
dissatisfaction with the British policy, and | 
unless Britain makes some 
concessions, 


there is quite apt to be some modification 
of this country's "benevolent neutrality" 
toward 
the 
Allies. In view of the well- 


known American feeling in this war, 
it 


hardly seems likely that Britain will con- 
tinue measures that plainly would put it 
in jeopardy. 


The Japanese incident is far more omin- 


ous—from the British standpoint. Japan 
these days is rather touchy and much con- 
cerned with face-saving, especially since 
China proved anything but a pushover for 
its highly touted military machine. The 
British reply to Tokyo^ if it hews close to 
the line of reason and logic, will have to 
take this point into consideration. Other- 
wise, Japanese armed retaliation against 
Britain is by no means unlikely. 


Britain, by the way, has a face-saving 


concern of her 
own 
despite Admiralty 


Chief Churchill's deprecatory observations 
that the war at sea has been going very 
well. Two more British destroyers 
have 


been sunk by mines or torpedoes, making 
a total of 23 warships of all classes lost 
since the war began. Against this, the en- 
emy has lost a pocket battleship by "sui- 
cide" and an unknown number of 
sub- 


marines. Britain's sea casualties to date 
made an interesting footnote to the com- 
plaint among her home population 
that 


the war blackouts are killing more civi- 
lians than war battles are killing armed 
men. 


wiJI be ignored as it properly should be. 
For them, the project will be a failure.

Truth Takes a Disguise 


the people of Russia are under some 


misconceptions about the Knsso-Finnish 


conflict, here are a few reasons why. The 
following excerpts are from Pravda, offi- 
cial Communist party organ:

In fact, this may be one of the most 
serious factors upsetting American econ- 
omy and in the end perhaps, tending to 
pull this country into the war. 


To get the complete.picture, it is neces- 


sary to understand the British and French 
economic strategy. It is complicated, but 
important. • 
: 


1st, the Allies .are now planning to buy 


10,000 new airplanes in the United States. 
This is in addition to the planes already 
ordered. The new planes (as well as the 
old) will cost an 
average 
of 
$100,000 


each, making a total airplane bill for new 
planes alone of one billion dollars. . 


2nd, under the Neutrality Act, this bill 


must be paid in cash. And 
when 
the 


French and British pay for other supplies 
already ordered in this country, one billion 
more dollars just about exhausts their 
ready cash. 


3rd, having no more ready, cash, 
the 


Allies must curtail other purchases in the 
United States. Se'cretly this is a matter of 
vigorous debate between, some 
of 
the 


French and British purchasing agents in 
this country- The British, at first, wanted 
to save some of their money for cotton, oil, 
steel and other basic raw materials. The 
French favored putting 
everything 
into 


airplanes. In the end the French prevail- 
ed. Airplanes will be .placed ahead of 
everything else. 


4th, this means (a) that the Allies not 


only will cut: other expenditures to 
the 


bone, but (b) they will seek to secure 
cash in other markets. This fact explains 
why Cprdell Hull's "trade treaties haven't 
the ghost of a. chance'of succeeding while 
the war continues. 


—ARGENTINE TRADE FAILURE— 
Most people don't realize it, but 
the 


British were largely behind the failure of 
Hull's Argentine treaty negotiations—that 
is. the British plus the "war. 


Britain is Argentina's greatest customer. 


She buys Argentine wheat, and above all, 
meat, in such vast quantities -that Argen- 
tina usually has a lush cash balance with 
which she can buy American radios, auto- 
mobiles and office machinery. Since 
the 


war, the British have clamped down on 
this triangular trade. They demand that 
Argentina save her cash balances to buy 
British goods. 


In other words, Britain, forced to pay 


cash for American goods under the Neu- 
trality Act. is not going to let one farth- 
ing of trade get to the United States if 
she can divert it to Britain. 


This also is true of France, and true 


of trade not merely with Argentina, but 
with every country with which the Allies 
trade.

administration is DO longer satis- 
factory to either of the two big 
branches of organized labor. And 
the President has had to resort to 
holding a threatening club over 
the C. I. O. and the A. F. ot L. in 
a vain attempt to establish peace 
between them.

This sad state of affairs was 


foreseen by a few wise men to 
whom the Administration was un- 
willing to listen, taking its direc- 
tion instead from some eager "in- 
tellectuals" devoid of what seems 
to have become one of the rarer 
qualities, 
although it is called 


"common" sense. The net effect 
of 
the 
Administration's policy, 


during the first six years, was to 
give "organized labor"—which in 
practice means trade union bosses 
—the idea that the Administra- 
tion -would back them up in any- 
thing that they could claim was 
good for the workers. 


It is perfectly true—everybody 


knows it—that trade union bosses 
are no more gifted with wisdom, 
intelligence or nobility of charac- 
ter than any other comparable 
group of men. 


Despite all the talk about labor 


not being a commodity, the trade 
union bosses have always regard- 
ed it as such and have bargained 
ou the principle of trade in com- 
modities—to get the highest pos- 
sible price regardless of the goods. 


Some New Deal spokesmen at- 


;empted 
to 
introduce the idea 


:hat labor is property, a much 
more enlightened idea, but its ac- 
ceptance would have required a 
reorientation on the part both, of 
trade unions and employers. If 
labor is property and capital is 
property, then the two are com- 
bined for the most economic co- 
operative use and for the protec- 
tion of the equity of each. 
The 


very term "collective bargaining" 
implies bargaining for the sale of 
a commodity. It is so interpreted 
by trade union practice; and when 
they talk about "property rights 
of the worker in his work" they 
mean that, on the one side, they 
wish to be regarded as a commod- 
ity, and on the other as property 
—to have their cake and eat it, 
too.

The result of all this is a. chaos 


in labor relations such as we have 
seldom seen in this country. 


If this Administration now tries 


to bring some order out of the 
chaos it is immediately accused of 
"treason"—for it has promised 
or given the impression of promis- 
ing, something that it is unable to 
deliver. 


Labor, which goes on pressing 


the government to intervene to re- 
strict and modify the practices ol 
employers, to create jobs, to pti' 
the power of the state behind such 
things as the check-off, is furious 
when the government intervenes 
to restrict the power of trade un- 
ions and define what may or may 
not be unfair practices. 


The la^or Jeaders want one part 


of the et-onomic order to be bound 
and the other part to be free. Un- 
der such a state of affairs the au- 
tomatic 
functioning 
of laissez 


faire ceases to operate as an ad- 
juster, and the control process 
does not function either. The re- 
suit is anarchy. That the anarchy 
has not completely upset the eco- 
nomic apparatus is due to the 
good sense of most American em- 
ployers and most American work- 
ers, and to some wise bureaucrats 


of the Labor Relations Board it 
is not due to the §et-up, which is 
lamentable. «

Mr. Thurmau Arnold is out to 


put a stop to certain labor boss 
practices 
which are holding up 


American industry, (topping the 
factory wheels, stifling enterprise, 
and c r e a t i n g unemployment, 
which the government then has to 
subsidize in the form of relief. 


Since unfair labor practices are 


not defined in the Wagner rela- 
tions act, and since the National 
Labor Relations Board is not em- 
powered by law to pass judgment 
upon unions, as it is empowered 
to pass judgment upon employers, 
the government invokes the anti- 
trust act. 


Organized labor insists that this 


is a misuse of the Clayton act, and 
points out that the act "specifical- 
ly exempts organized labor from 
its provisions." 
They bas« this 


claim on the statement in the act 
that "the labor of a human being 
is not a commodity or article in 
commerce." 


The Supreme Court, in at least 


two instances, has held that labor 
unions are not exempt from tha 
provisions of the -ct. The Court 
so held in the case o' the Duplex 
Printing Press Company vs. Deer- 
ing, 254 U. S. 443, and in the case 
of the Bedford Cut Stone Co. vs. 
the Stonecutters" Association, 274 
U. S. 37. The majority decision 
in these cases rested on the argu- 
ment that the Clayton act, as a 
whole, does not legalize the secon- 
dary boycott—a pet weapon of 
trade unions.#

The two decisions have always 


been a red rag to labor. The A. F. 
of L. has always insisted that it 
"wants no government interfer- 
ence with labor," which means 
laissez faire for trade unions. 


But it has never, since the pass- 


age of the Wagner act, advocated 
laissez faire for employers. 


The argument always is that 


employers are strong and labor is 
weak and that the government 
must balance the scales. But in 
the absence of any law defining 
rights this is a very ticklish place 
for politicians to be in, for neith- 
er employers nor 
labor really 


want a balance; they both want 
the scales 
weighted by govern- 


ment for one side or the other. 


The dissenting opinions in the 


cases, cited above did not for an 
instant support the theory that or- 
ganized labor should be • outside 
the jurisdiction of the law. In the 
Duplex case, Justices 
Brandeis 


and Holmes (dissenting) warned 
against giving the courts, under 
the Clayton act, the decision in a 
struggle between employers and 
workers. They said, "This is the 
function of the Legislature, which, 
while limiting the power of indi- 
vidual and group rights of aggres- 
sion and defense may substitute 
processes of justice for the more 
primitive method of trial by com- 
bat."In other words, it is up to the 
Legislatures to pass laws on the 
subject.

Mr. Henry Epstein, the Solicitor 


General of New York State, who 
attacked Mr. Thurman Arnold in 
an able letter in "The Times" on 
Nov. 
26, 1939, asked, apropos 


"Unreasonable restraints design- 
ed to compel the hiring of unnec- 
essary labor" (referring to one of 
Mr. Arnold's counts against trade 
unions) "Who is to 
determine 


whether labor is useless or unnec- 
essary, the employer, the workers, 
the courts, or the prosecutor?" 


But Mr. Epstein did not suggest 


that the trade unions alone should 
determine it, or that it should not 
be determined, but left to "primi- 
tive 
combat." He said that it

The warnings have been aimed 


at a Czech "doppel-spiel" (double 
game whereby the Czech govern- 
ment urges cooperation but 
the 


people do the contrary). 


Meanwhile, the Gestapo, which 


wield a mighty arm, have 
con- 


ducted a relentless search for se- 
cret broadcasting stations, illegal 
newspapers 
and 
arms 
caches. 


Some former 
members 
of

Czech general staff have been ar- 
rested while other former army 
officers are under close watch. 


Students "Were Executed 


Students Jet themselves go last 


November and indulged in anti- 
German, demonstrations. 
Eight 


of their number and one profes- 
sor were executed at an SS bar- 
racks and all 
universities 
were 


closed for three years. 


Such a severe penalty caused 


eome observers to 
sign that officials 


take it as a

to forget how things were then. 


Many Whispering Campaigns 
Small illegal 
newspapers of 


curious design exist. 
So does a 


mysterious whispering 
informa- 
tion service. 


What one Czech knows, they all 


seem to know simultaneously 


Most of the stories which cir- 


culate by this "silent news" serv- 
ice are stigmatized by German au- 
thorities as pure bunk. 


For example, most Czechs be- 


lieve that on October 28, which 
under the republic was celebrated 
as independence Day, but which 
last October was forbidden, some 
eighty Czechs were killed. Dem- 
onstrators wore the tri-color of 
the old "republic and boys wore 
the so-called masaryk caps. Boys 
saved their hellers for weeks to 
nny such caps. These were taken 
from them by German nolice. 


Although 
these underground 
stories are denied, they have a 
certain effect on the people. One 
incident, supposed to have hap- 
pened on October 2S, is widely 
related; 


A woman was walking with a j 


man on one of 
Prague's 
main 


streets. An SS man tore her coat 
lapel loose. 
In it was the tri- 


color. 
She slapped the aggressor 


and was promptly shot down. Her 
companion thereupon attacked the 
SS man and a second SS man 
came to the rescue of his comrade, 
shooting down the man.

of November 17, set up machine 
guns outside student dormitories, 
seventeen students were killed 
trying to flee in pajamas and that 
beyond the nine officially execut- 
ed a few hours later, 142~students 
in all lost their lives in the action. 
These figures, so it is 
related, 


were compiled from university 
files.

professors were arrested on that 
day and transported to German 
concentration camps.

The getting of 
sprayers, diggers, tractors, sort- 
ers and warehouses are the )arge 
financial problems to be solved.

pend on the ability, promptly and 
thorough actions and push of the 
individual.
